REMARKS 


Tbo tigurcs of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the Gt.h May 1950 relate to 129 towns 
with an estimated population of 19,750 thousands. Tho total 
number of towns is 233 and their population is 28,421 thou- 
sands. Thus 65% of the total number of towns representing 
69% of the total population is covered in this statement. The 
ound'ors of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 
8,569 and 7,942 representing birth and death rates of 22 6 
and 20 9 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A and C) . — The data here relate to 110 
towns with an estimated population of 17,294 thousands. In- 
formation about Assam. Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and Madras 
could not bo inoluded. The total number of towns is 201 
and their population is 24,C(>8 thousands. Thus 55% of tho 
total number of towns representing 70% of tho total popula-
